than are the lumbermen, It haé 
been said that lumber was the thing 
that was most necessary to the set- 
tler. Mr. Kennedy thought that hard. 
ware, implements and live stoek were 
just as important to the settler as 
lumber. All of these things enjoy a 
protective duty while lumber does 
not. The supplies which the lumber- 
man used were protected but not his 
product, Under the circumstances he 
thought the British Columbia lumber 
manufacturer was often unfairly crit- 
icized, 

Hon. Mr. Oliver said that no one 
could exaggerate the importance of 
lumber to the settler. There had 
been recently an increase in the price 
of lumber, It had been alleged and 
denied that this was due to the op- 
eration of a combine. If it were to 
the operation of a combine it should 
be stopped. If it were not due to the 
operation of a combine there could 
be no harm come from any investi- 
gation. Therefore, the government 
proposed to grant the committee of 
investigation. Mr. McCarthy, of Cal- 
gary, said that he hoped the investi> 
gation would be a thorough one for 
he was well convinced that there was 
a combine in existence, 

He read statements to show that no 
one outside the Retail Dealers’ As- 
sociation could buy from the manu- 
facturers of British Columbia, who 
had an association of their own, Thera 
was not the slightest doubt of the 
fact that there wag a combine to keep 
up the price and to keep down com- 
petition. It was absurd to say that 
the recent increase in the price of 
lumber was due to the increased 
freight. The C. P. R. handled most

In the following panegyric on the 
social consequences of an irrigation 
system the Calgary Herald leaves its 
readers to judge whether its opposi- 
tion to the Medicine Hat irrigation 
project arises from a fear that it will 
put “thousands of families in posses- 
“sion of desirable homes,” that it 
will give opportunity for “a high 
“grade of education,’ or that “fewer 
“and better churches” will be built 
and fewer and better ministers en: 

gaged, 

“The enormous irtigation, develop. 
ment now taking place in Alberta has 
been discussed in the press largely 
from the economic standpoint. The 
fact that agricultural production un- 
der artificial watering will increase 
the wealth of the province enorm- 
ously, is not now questioned by think- 
ing men. The bearing of irrigation 
on the social and educational prob- 
lems of the west has not, however, 
been as prominently dwelt upon as 
the merita of the case deserve. 

“The irrigation movement will put 
thousands of families in possession of 
the most desirable homes for their 
own comfort and for the welfure of 
the nation—the small but surely pro- 
ductive farm. This settlement of 
families on small tracts of land will 
give an opportunity never before 
known in our history for a high grade 
of education in its citizenship. This 
education can be provided for while 
these communities are in,the forma- 
tive state at less expense than would 
be required in the organization of the 
ordinary country schools, and will 
furnish these people with very much 
better educational privileges in every 
line. This desirable consummation 
ean. be had by a school house at a 
central point of say ten miles square. 

“This school house will accomodate 
the pupils of twenty-five districts of 
four square miles each as usually 
formed under the present district 
achool system, thus saving the ex- 
pense of the construction, heating and 
care of twenty-four buildings. It will 
save twenty-four reference libraries 
and the appatatus necessary to illus- 
trate the subjects to be taught in the 
twenty-four schools, It will also save 
the salaries of eighteen or twenty 
teachers, and at the same time ¢e- 
cure the highest of teachers, 
men and women of the best educa. | 
tional attainments, who, by reason of 
the closer grading possible and the 
stimulus of larger classes, will have 
much better opportunity to secure | 
good results. In fact, these central- 
ized schools can give all the advant- 
ages of a college to each settlement, 
to which will be added the very im- 
portant moral and physical advantage 
of having the pupils at home on the 
farm at night, and on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

“The same remarks apply to the 
religious life of the communities. 
Fewer and better churches, fewer and 
better clergymen will follow in the 
wake of such density of settlement 
as is possible only in irrigated dis- 
tricts. The extension of rural tele- 
phones, frequent social intercourse, 
rural mail delivery, etc., will bring 
to the irrigated farm all of the con- 
veniences of the town and city, with- 
out the drawbacks and pitfalls of the 
latter. Good roads and electric lines 
will speedily connect outlying dis: 
tricts with large centres of settle 
ment. 

“The irrigation movement is one of 
national importance. It will insure a 
generation of men and women of the 
highest grade of citizenship; more 
than ordinarily sound of mind and 
-body. Jt stands for prosperous and 
happy homes, and will perhaps be 
one of the tnost outstanding factors in 
the future social and economic life of 
the Province of Alberta.”

TO REGULATE THE EXPORTING 
POWER 


A bill has been introduced in the 
Federal House by Hon. A. B. Ayles- 
worth, providing for a duty on elec- 
tricity or electric power exported 
from Canada over wires and on pe- 
troleum, natural gas, water or other 
fluids when exported through pipe 
linea or other contrivances. The bill 
is an outcome of the development of 
electric power from Niagara falls, and 
originated in a desire to prevent the 
Canadian falls being turned into @ 
mill race for the production of power 
ior United States cities and enter- 
prises. The scope of the measuie 
was widened however to restrict the 
exportation of natural gas, petroleum 
and other fluids used in power pro- 
duction, 

The bill provides as follows: ‘No 
person shall export any power of 
iluid without a license, or no power

“No person shall, without a license, 
construct or place in position any 
line of wire, ot other conductor tor 
the exportation of power, or any pipe 
line or other like contrivance for the 
exportation of fluid. 

“Subject to regulations of the Gov- 
ernor in Council in that behalf, .he 
minister may grant licenses subject to 
such conditions as he thinks proper 
for the exportation of power or fluid, 
where such power of exportation ex- 
ists by local authority; and such 
licenses shall be revocable upon 
such notice to the licensee, as the 
minister deems reasonable in each 
case, 

“Any such license may provide that 
the quantity of power or fluid to be 
exported shall be limited to the sur- 
plus, after the licensee has supplied 
for distribution to his customers for 
use in Canada power or fluid to the 
extent defined by such license, at 
prices in accordance with the condi- 
tions, rules and regulations preserib- 
ed by the Governor in Council. 

“Every such license shall be revoe- 
able at will by the minister if the 
licensee refuses or neglects to comply 
with any of the conditions imposed 
with regard to the supply and dis- 
tribution of power or fluid in Canada. 

“Subject to any regulation of the 
Governor in Council in that behalf, 
the minister may grant licenses fot 
the construction, placing or laying » 
any line of wire or conductor for the 
exportation of power, or of any pipe 
line or other like contrivance forthe 
exportation of fluid. 

“Every person who exports any 
such power or fluid contrary *¢ the 
provisions of this act shall for each 
day on which any such export took 
place be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $5,000 and not less than 
$1,000. 

“Every person who, contrary to the 
provisions of this act, places or lays 
in position any line of wire or other 
conductor for the exportation of pow:

The entire assets of the bank have as usual been carefully revalued, and 
ample provision has been made for all bad and doubtful debts. 

Last year we were able to show earnings which were the largest in the his- 
tory of the bank. This year we have again made satisfactory progress, our net 
earnings amounting to $1,741,125.40, or about $370,000 more than last year. In 
view of these handsome profits, your Directors decided that the time had come 
to increase the annual distribution to the shareholders, and, in addition to the 
usual dividend at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, they have declared a 
bonus of one per cent., making a total distribution of eight per cent. for the 
past year. After providing for this increased distribution and for the annual 
eontribution to the Pensioh Fund, we have been able to write $341,434.73 off 
Bank: Premises, and to add $500,000 to the Rest, which now stands at $5,000,000, 

or 50 per cent. of the Paid-up Capital. 

In April last a terrible calamity overtook the city of San Francisco, where 
we have a large and important business. Having regard to our long connection 
with San Francisco through the Bank of British Columbia, your Directors 
thought it only fitting that we should express in a tangible manner our sympathy 
with the sufferers, and they accordingly voted $25,000 as a contribution to the 
Relief Fund. 

In accordance with an agreement made in the early part of the year. this 
Rank took over, as on the Ist of June last, the business of the Merchants Bank 
of Prince Edward Island, which gave us new branches at Charlotthketown, Sum- 
merside, Alberton, Montague and Souris, all in Prince Edward Island. The 
branch which that Bank had at Sydney was amalgamated with our own branch 
there. The six months’ experience which we have had with our new business 
gives us every reason to be satisfied with the purchase. 

In addition to the offices thus acquired the bank has opened (uring the year 
new branches at the following points: in Alberta, at Bawlf, Crossfield, Gleich- 
en, Leavings, Stavely, Stony Plain, Strathcona and Wetaskiwin; in Saskatche- 
wan. at Canora. Humboldt, Kamsack, Langham, Lashburn, Radison, Vonda, Wa- 
dena, Watson and Weyburn; in Manitoba, at Norwood, and at Alexander av- 
enue, at Blake street, and at Fort Rouge, Winnipeg; in Ontario, at Fort Wil- 
liam, Kingston, Latchford, Lindsay, Ottawa (Bank street). Parry Sound and 
Wingham, and at Parkdale, and at 197 Yonge street, in the city of Toronto; 
in Quebec, at West End, Montreal, and in the city of Quebec; in the United 
States, at the corner of Van Ness and Eddy streets, San Francisco. The 
branches at Sackville, N. B.. and Canning and Lunenburg, N. S., have been closed. 
Since the close of the bank's year branches have been opened at De Lorimier, 
Que.. and Innisfree, Alta. 

It is with deep regret that your directors record the death of their late col- 
league. Mr. W. B. Hamilton, who for nearly twenty-two years had been a di- 
rector of the bank. Until his health began to fail Mr. Hamilton was rarely ab- 
sent from the meetings of the board, where his long experience in business made 
him at all times a wise and prudent counsellors, To fill the vacancy the direc- 
tors elected the Hon. W. C. Edwards, of Rockland 

An amendment to the by-laws will be submitted for your approval, increas- 
ing the number of directors from twelve to fourteen. 

In accordance with our long-established practice, the branches and agencies 
in Canada, the United States and Great Britain, and the various departments of 
the head office of the bank have been inspected during the year.
